An  aiiiusuqf  inci<lent  of  the  inter¬ 
national  yacht  rare  waa  the  tlipjang  of 
a  canvas  roll  with  the  above'  *igu  over 
the  tall  rail  of  the  Volunteer  juat  as 
Thistle  croHsed  her  wake.  Though 
uuprfcmoditatfei,  it  aroused  the  en 
thusiasiu  and  cheered  the  hearts  of 
the  American  nj>ectators.  Without 
disnw{tect  to  our  neighbors  it  is  but 
right  to  note  that  thi*  township  ba» 
for  Home  years  been  aim  wing  them  a 
cjoui  pair  of  heels.  If  tliere  Laa  been 
no  warning  to  “  Keep  Astern, ”  it  has 
ls-en  due  to  ojurtesy  rather  than  fear. 

With  gas,  water,  an  excellent  fire 
de]*artnient,  good  roads  and  sidewalks 
our  supremacy  has  l»een  amply  main¬ 
tained.  A  horse  car  oonnection  with 
Newark  lias  long  been  an  accomplish 
*  ed  fact.  The  Orange  and  Bloomfield 
Horse  car  line  will  now  give  opportu¬ 
nity  to  cultivate  amicable  relations 
with  Orange.  At  the  same  time,  the 
Broad  street  line  will  give  increased 
accomodation*  to  our  own  people.  For 
thil>  the  capital  is  ready,  awaiting  only 
action  of  property  owners  and  Town 
Committee  men  in  giving  their  con 
sent.  A  well  built  line  with  single 
track  along  the  east  side  of  Broad 
street  would  seem  to  insure  best  re¬ 
sults  with  the  least  injury  to  public 
and  private  property.  This  is  but  one 
of  many  instances  that  outsiders  are 
becoming  interested  in  the  grow  th  and 
prosperity  of  the- township.  It  is  not 
uulikely  that  l>efore  many  months 
other  enterprises  requiring  capital 
will  be  undertaken.  Meanwhile,  pri 
vate  enterprise  does  not  halt.  Many 
elegant  residences  are  now  building, 
and  many  more  are  projected.  The 
growth  is  extensive  and  spread  pretty 
evenly  over  the  township.  New  pieces 
of  pnqterty  are  constantly  being  ac 
quired  fur  immtsliate  improvement. 
The  prices  paid  for  land  are  low  as 
compared  with  those  secured  in  ad¬ 
joining  tow  nships,  and  yet  sufficient  to 
repay  present  owners.  Care  should 
be  taken  to  encourage  the  buildiug  of 
substantial  houses.  Cheap  structures 
devoid  of  ornament  will  not  help  but 
may  seriously  damage  the  value  of  ad 
joining  property.  Better  one  or  two 
houses  with  some  claims  to  architect 
ure  than  a  hundred  brick  and  mortar 
dry- goods  boxes,  tit  only  for  tenements 
or  stoic  houses  !  A  conspicuous  fea¬ 
ture  of  the  present  movement  in  real- 
estate  is  its  healthful  character.  Pro¬ 
fessional  builders  have  had  little  to  do 
with  its  progress,  while  a  multitude 
of  small  investors  have  exercised  care 
and  good  taste  in  their  work. 

For  many  years  to  come  there  will 
not  he  danger  of  an  excess  of  medium 
sized  houses.  At  present  the  demand 
is  far  greater  than  the  supply.  Capi¬ 
tal  can  here  find  profitable  and  speedy 
investment.  It  must  however  be 
made  with  care.  In  the  vicinity  of 
depots,  stores,  churches  and  school 
houses  are  the  more  eligable  sites  for 
houses  to  rent.  Meanwhile  an  im¬ 
mense  amount  of  suburban  property 
is  awaiting  development,  and  for  this 
the  new  horse  railroad  will  prove  a 
valuable  boon.  There  is  plenty  of 
cliauce  for  investors,  who  are  not 
afraid  to  l<x>k  at  their  neighbors  over 
the  taffrail. 

Obituary. 

Mary  Prudence,  widow  of  Samuel  Carl, 
died  at  her  residence  Oct.  loth  1887,  in 
the  tiuth  year  of  her  aye,  after  a  long  Ill- 
lies*.

She  was  a  member  of  the  Belief 
Society  when  in  existence  and  was  always 
charitable  and  kind,  and  felt  it  a  privilege 
to  lighten  others,  burdens.  She  was  a 
most  devoted,  loving  mother,  doing  every¬ 
thing  possible  to  make  those  around  her 
happy.  Although  an  invalid  for  a  long 
time  she  bore  her  confinement  with  pa¬ 
tience,  never  murmuring. 

H>>r  Christian  experience  was  clear  and 
satisfactory,  and  indeulh  rejoiced  greatly 
in  spiritual  life,  making  all  arrangements 
for  her  funeral,  and  died  in  full  assurance 
of  her  Christian  faith.  She  leaves  two 
sons  and  one  daughter.
